AWFUL DISASTER NEAR CAPITAL. 

Thirty-Eight Peopl* Killed While Mere| 
«... Than Seventy Were Injured, . 

Some Fatally. 

Washington, Dec. 31.—An appalling 
disaster occurred on the Baltimore ft 
Ohio railroad at Terra Cotta, about 
three mtlea from this city. In which 
(8 persons were killed and over 60 
tajured. 

The aocident wka caused by the col¬ 
lision of Train No 6C, at 6:26 p. to., 
tram Frederick. Md, known as the] 
Frederick special, with a dead head 
passenger equipment' special of eight 
. cam Over 200 passengers were 
«ahoard the Ill-fated train. The railway 
officials were unable to assign any 
cause for the collision. As soon as the 
•ews of the wreck reached this cRv 
all ambulances available with as many 
Physicians as could be assembled were 
sent to the scene. 

The dead bodies were found lying 
beside the track for a considerable dis¬ 
tance A dense fog was prevailing 
and made objects perceptible but a 

(ew feet ahead. 

It was impossible at first to deter¬ 
mine the exact extent of the cdtas 

trophe 

Those passengers In the forward 
coach who were but slightly bruised 
heard the groans of the dying and 
wounded and did what they could to 


The moment the first of the sur¬ 
vivors reached Brookland a general 
call was sent out for doctors and am 
bulances. 

Dr R W. Friachorn, Dr. Stern and 
Dr J. H. Brooks, of Brookland, re 
■ponded and were taken to the scene 
tn automobile*. 

One member of the crew of the pas 
aenger train, who hobbled into a drug 
atore a half hour after the accident, 
■aid: "I can't tell how many people 
were killed. It waa awful. I don't 
even know Just how It happened. 

The freight engine went through 
the entire train, and It seems to me 
as If everyone was killed In the last 
coach and many In the first. The 
freight engine mast have run past a 
red target I can't explain the acci¬ 
dent In any other way 

"1 can hear the groans of the dying 
ringing in my ears now." 

United States District Attorney D. 
W Baker, who was a passenger on 
the forward ear, suffered internal in¬ 
juries. He was able to walk from tha 
wreck to a drug store, where his in¬ 
juries were treated. He was later 
taken to bis home In an automobile. 

The Ill-fated train runs only on Sun¬ 
day for the benefit of many Washing¬ 
tonians. who either have country 
places on the line or go to their rein- 
lives It leaves Frederick at 1 o’clock 
In the afternoon and is scheduled to 
reach Washington at 6:26 o'clock. 

The wreck Is said to have been 
caused by the telegraph operator at 
Silver Springs letting two trains in on 
one block The engineer of the Fred- 
nrtek train has been arrested. 

CAN DASHES DOWN HILL. 


Cincinnati. O, Dec. 31.—Slippery 
raBs. the blowing out of two fuses In 
the motor attachments, and then the 
snapping of the brake chain under 
Warsaw avenue Car No. 1 on the 
steep dangerous down-grade of Price 
Hill were the contributing causes of 
one of thb most disastrous trolley car 
accidents that have occurred In Cin¬ 
cinnati within the past decade. The 
ear shot down the steep Incline, hit a 
telegraph pole, then turned over on Its 
side 

One fatality resulted from the acci¬ 
dent, the death of William H. Cur- 
nayn, 63, superintendent of the shops 
of the Cincinnati Cooperage, while a

lances were hurried to the scene and 
the wounded were hurried to the hos¬ 
pital or their homes.

Decerates Many Harass.

PINNED UNOER BURNING CARS 


Nine Meet Instant Death—Fatality 
Caused By Effort To Gain 
Loot Spcao. 

8L Paul. Minn., Dec. 24 —Nine pe» 
pie ere known to be dead, six others 
are fatally Injured and at least 26 
others were badly hurt in the wreck 
of an east-bound train on the Minne¬ 
apolis. St. Paul A Sault Ste Marie, at 
Bnderlln. N. D. 

The train wrecked was the accom¬ 
modation, which runs from Moose Jew, 
8. D.. to St. Paul. 

The engineer was running a high 
speed In an endeavor to make up lost 
time. As he swuug around a curve. 
Just before entering the yards gt En- 
derlln, a switch engine was shifting 
a string of box cars on to a aiding 
The cars did not clear the main track 
and the passenger engine collided 
head-on with the switch engine. 

Both engines were totally wrecked 
and the passenger cars were thrown 
Into confusion down a small embank¬ 
ment at the side of thn track. 

Several of the day coaches were 
turned bottom side up and the passen¬ 
gers pinned beneath the wreckage, 
which took fire from the stoves used 
to heat the cars. 

Homeward For Christmas. 

The passenger train was heavily 
loaded with people going to their 
homes in the east to spend the holi¬ 
days. Most of the casualties occurred 
In the smoking car and the first day 
coach, both of which were badly splin¬ 
tered. 

Enderlln Is the divisional headquar¬ 
ters of the railroad, and a rescue party 
was soon at hand endeavoring to re¬ 
lease the imprisoned passengers from 
their perilous position. 

The groans of the dying mingled 
with the cries of anguish of the pas¬ 
sengers less severely hurt, but who 
were in Imminent danger from the 
flames which were fast spreading 
through the cars. 

Axes were wielded by willing bands 
and the roofs of the overturned cars 
were broken open and the dead and 
injured taken out as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. 

It was a race between the reecuers 
and the flames, but by herculean of 
forts all of the injured were removed 
before the flames reached them. 

Eight dead bodies were taken out 
and laid beside the track, while the 
Injured were taken In hastily Impro¬ 
vised ambulances to the hospital, and 
when that Institution had all that It 
could possibly accommodate the rest 
of the injured were cared for In the 


RELEASED FROM LIVING TOMB. 

L. B. Hicks, ths Miner, Removsd From 
His Mjne Prison. 

Bakersfield. Cal., Dec. 24.—L. B 
Hicks, the Edison Electric Co. tunnel 
digger, has been released from the liv¬ 
ing tomb he has occupied for the past 
IS days. He was taken from bla hole 
tn the ground and removed to a more 
open and safer section of the rescue 
drift, when he will be rushed to the 
company's hospital at the end of the 
slx-ml!e tunnel on the opposite side of 
the mountain. 

Hicks was entombed alive under 60 
feet of debtrs IS days ago in s tunnel 
of the Edison Electric Power Co., 17 
miles northeast of this city. Five of 
his fellow-workers were burled the 
same time by the cave-ln of the thou¬ 
sands of tons of earth and rock. The 
men had Just begun work In the tun¬ 
nel, when, without warning, tbe per¬ 
pendicular walla of the shaft above 
them collapsed. 

The wo k of recovering the bodies 
was immediately begun and prosecut¬ 
ed with vigor, but owing to the yield¬ 
ing nature of the soil slow progress 
was made. Hope of rescuing any of 
the victims had been abandoned, when 
three days after tbe disaster the sound 
of tapping on a water pipe In the shaft 
was heard. Instantly a rescue party 
was sent, and the answering taps 
plainly proved that at least one of the 
Imprisoned miners was alive. 1 

The water pipe was cleared and com¬ 
munication established through It with 
man a' the bottom of the shaft. 
Through this pipe he waa fed. His 
life was saved by a steel car under 
which be om pinned. His five com¬ 
panions were dead. Hicks Is a Ken 
tackian.

SCULPTOR WILL SUE. 

Declares He le Unable to Collect For 

Design on Goebel Statue. 

Lexington, Ky. — Although three 
years have passed since the Goebel 
monument commission contracted for 
the building of a monument and statue 
'of the late Gov. William Goebel to 
adorn his grave In the Frankfort cem¬ 
etery, the work la still unfinished, and 
Nelhaus, the New- York sculptor who 
designed the figure of the dead states¬ 
man. la unable to collect his claim. 
This fact became known through At¬ 
torney Charles J. Bronston. who has 
been retained by the artist to bring 
suit against William Adams ft Sons, 
a local monument firm, for the amount 
due him. Tbe commission eotered 
Into a contract with Adams ft Sons 
for the entire work, and reserved the 
right to accept the statue only after 
It had been cast In bronze. Adams 
In turn let the contract for the qtatue 
to Signor Morettl, who gave up the 
Job after a year's labor In which he 
waa unable to make a plaster model 
of the dead governor which met the 
requirements Imposed upon him by 
Aithur Goebel and the other members 
of the commission. It was then that 
the committee amended the contract 
with Adams, In which It reserved the 
right to pass upon the work only aft¬ 
er it had been cast in bronze. Signor 
Nlehaus then undertook the work 
and. although his model has been com¬ 
pleted for over six months, he alleges 
that the local firm refuses to accept 
It until after it has been passed upon 
by the committee. As the commission 
refuses to view the model In its pres¬ 
ent state. Nlehaus haa been forced to 
appeal to the courts. Unless Adorns 
ft Sons accept the model at once At 
torney Bronston will file suit In behalf 
of the New York sculptor.

Regaining his foothold, Vanover fired 
two shots from a 45-callber Colt's re¬ 
volver, one of which entered Ells- 
wlck's right side, ranging up past the 
heart, killing him Instantly.
